delegate in any case. There was a 
good deal of discussion over the word- 
ing of the motion. 


Mr. Kidd favored the former basis of 


one "delegate to ten members, but for 
aome time the meeting seemed to be 
for a reduction. 


Col. McCarthy, after considerable dis-r 


cussion, moved an amendment to go 
back to the former basis of one dele- 
•gate for every ten members. After he 
bad made a ringing speech, claiming 
that his sole motive was the good of 
the Democratic party, his amendment 
was carried amidst rousing applause. 


The report 
of the committee was 


then taken from the table for further 
action. There was a good deal of con- 
versation about dates before the sched- 
ule as already stated was adopted. 
The -committee, had' Friday down .for

F|NDS A CURE 


FOR LEPROSY 


LONDON, July 12.—The correspond- 


ent at Rangoon, Burmah, says Captain 
E. R. Rost of the Indian Medical Ser- 
vice has succeeded in cultivating the 
jacillus of leprosy, and has made a 
substance from the 'cultures which he 
calls leprolin, and which, when injected 
into lepers, has a marked beneficial ac- 
tion, alleviating the symptoms of the 
disease. 
Captain Rost has .discovered 


that the method of growing the bacillus 
of leprosy is to extract the salts from 
the nutrient media, arid that the bacillus 
of leprosy will not grow in the presence 
of the salt. In order to make such a. 
nutrient medium he distills beef exr 
ract soaked in pumice stone in .a current 
of superheated steam, and obtains a me- 
dium in which the bacillus of leprosy 
and also that of tuberculosis grows with 
the greatest ease. 


Leprolin is made oni somewhat similar 


ines to those first employed by Koch hi 
the manufacture of tuberculin. Over job 
tases of leprbsy are being treafed in 
Burman by injections of this substance, 
and the' treatment is also being tried in 
thirty places in India. 
Already four 


cases have been reported cured, and in a 
great*majority of those under treatment 
he improvement is marked.

They were dissatis- 
fied because, as thej> claimed, they had 
shipped to go only as far as. Honolulu 
They wished to be paid off and to outt 
the ship. 
.Capt Johnson sent for Deputy. Col- 
lector W. O. Aiken of Kabulul, who> 
came over on Tuesday and attempted, 
to straighten-out the tangle. The: 
ship's articles signed by the crew 
showed that the sailors bad shipped 
for the entire voyage and not merely 
to Honolulu.

originally of seventeen white .men, 
three of whom deserted last Sunday.

"The managers of Waipahu plan-., 


tation^have decided to stand firm and 
resist the demands of 
th< striking 


laborers. We hope they will adhere to 
thla decision, for the'sake of the future 
relations between employers and Isj- 
borers throughout the Territory. 
The 


unjustness df some of the demands Of 
the laborers at Waipahu is BO apparent 
that to yield to them would Ws simply 
inviting more trouble. 


"It Is evident that the pernicious few 


leaders "who have caused this strike 
need a lesson. The only way to give 
them a lesson la for the plantation to 
stand firm, shut down on every striker 
and let strikers go. To yield would, 
we believe, cause strikes at Ewa, Atea,' 
Waialua and other places. It would 
lead to further unreasonable demands. 
The only safe »fan Js firmness,—a flrm- 
neas that Will give the strike leaders 
a lesson and furnish an example for 
others. If the present strikers are dealt 
with as they should be, and If they 
find that It does not pay to strike,— 
that plantation managers have the- 
nerve to stand for their fights,—it will 
be a lesson that will be taken to heart 
all over the islands. It will prevent 
more strikes. 


"The strikers who are demanding the 


abrogation of their profit-sharing con- 
tracts are making" a demand which 
they should be~ashamed to formulate. 
If there was a prospect that the con- 
tracts were to be specially profitable, 
these laborers would not be anxious to 
have such agreements s£t aside. They 
would take the extra profits. They 
made the contracts hoping for just 
such extra profits. What would they 
do if a plantation manager, in an extra 
prosperous year, told them they must 
give UD tne contracts and take daily 
wages? Such a proposal would be an 
outrage, but not more outrageous than 
the demand now made by the laborers 
that the managers set aside the profit- 
sharing contracts and pay wages, Just 
because It appears likely that the con- 
tracts will not pay very heavily. 


"The Japanese press of the Islands 


is unanimous in denouncing this unjust 
strike and in backing the managers 
of Waipahu. Every •well-informed and 
right-thinking Japanese holds the same 
view. It ia only a small and unde- 
sirable company of agitators at Wai- 
pahu who have led the thirteen hun- 
dred into the present strike. We hope, 
as we have already said, that the man- 
agers will stand firm, and that the 
Japanese who have stirred up this 
trouble will get the lesson they de- 
serve. Let them be fired out and kept 
out, of Waipahu, and let it be under- 
stood that they are not wanted any- 
where else."

the 


whole value of the property mortgaged 
and the amount of money owing on the 
mortgage of the property," and, after a 
provision that the facts relating- to the 
mortgage shall be appended,to the 
mortgagor's assessment return: "In re- 
spect of thb amount of money secured 
by such mortgage he shall pay the tax 
thereon, which payment shall be deem- 
ed to be B payment made by^the mort- 
gagor to the mortgagee on account of 
interest, or of principal and interest as 
the case may be, and all moneys so paid 
by a mortgagor shall be allowed, for in 
the account between the mortgagor and 
mortgagee," 


The court finds that the defendants' 


are not entitled to the benefit of these 
provisions because they did not file 
the statement in their Assessment re- 
turns which fhe statute requires. It 
adjudges defendants In default of pay- 
ment as alleged and states that a de- 
cree of foreclosure will be signed. 


Regarding the second mortgage on the 


property set up by defendant Oilman, 
the court finds that he^is entitled'to 
the sum,of $21,524.78,under said second 
mortgage, and. that to-case the 'mort- 
gaged premises are sold for more than 
enough- to satisfy the first mortgage 
with costs the decree should provide for 
the payment of the surplus on the sec- 
ond mortgage. 


The mortgagees are allowed to bid at 


the sale. 


If defendants pay Into court the full 


amount of Interest and costs to date, 
no order of foreclosure will be made. 


The court denies the application»of 


the defendants to have the land sold in 
blocks or parcels, as in any event it 
would 'seem that the only subdivisions 
which could be recognized are those set 
out In the mortgage. 
'The court declares it has no authority 
to order « sale on credit under fore- 
closure and therefore will not grant the 
prayer Of defendants in this regard.

erate business which has been done has 
shown that the prices current last week 
are fully maintained, while the volume 
of offerings is considerably-reduced, ow- 
ing to the less volume of supplies in 
sight in Cuba and elsewhere, with the 
exception of Europe. The necessity-for 
looking' abroad for future supplies' led 
refiners, during the week, to make fur- 
ther purchases In Europe of some 25,000 
tons beet sugars; .for which freight en* 
gagemehts are not yet reported, making 
the total -of purchases estimated 40,000 
to 50,000 tons. Further purchases in 
Europe must be made from time to time 
to cover the deficiency which wfll exist 
in the supplies of cane sugars from oth- 
er countries, and to meet'the increasing 
demand for the refined product 


The reported business for the week 


was of limited quantity, and included 
10,000 bags 'Cubas at 3.94c. for 96 deg. 
Centrifugals and 3.19c. for 89 deg. test 
Molasses. 


Two sail cargoes'of Porto Rlcoa was 


sold to outports, the price generally un- 
derstood to be 4c. This quotation can- 
not be obtained in this* market at presr 
ent writing. Some 30,000 bags of Cubas 
for shipment were sold at 2 5^8c., basis 
95 deg.. equal to 4.02c., duty paid, for 
96 deg, test. . 
European markets did not change, 


however, materially, in'view o***ie pur- 
chases made, which indicates that a 
considerable amount of sugars will be 
allowed to go.out without raising the 
price to any extent. Beet sugars open- 
ed at 9 a. 4%d. and closed at 9s. 6d, 
showing • an advance of l%d. "for the 
week, which has no significance, 
• Cuban holders show tendency to de- 
mand further increase In price for bal- 
ance of their crop, and are q'ulte likely 
to" obtain the same eventually.

Japs Return to Work 


in the Oahu

Judge Gear rendered a decision 


yesterday after hearing, hi which he 
refused to dissolve the temporary in- 
junction obtained by the Territory of 
Hawaii against the Pacific Hardware 
& Steel Co. and Its manager. T. A. 
Hays, restraining defendants from do- 
ing business In the Territory. Deputy 
Attorney General E. C. Peters ap- 
peared for the'Territory, and Castle * 
Wlthlngton for Hays. 


The first and third grounds of the 


motion to dissolve were not pressed. 
These were that the temporary injunc- 
tion was Improvldently issued, and 
that the bill did not show authority 
for itt issuance but did show a want 
of equity on its face.

The Japanese field laborers -will go 


out to their work thlsTinorning as usual, 
the differences between the strikers and 
the management haying been adjusted 
to their mutual satisfaction. 


High Sheriff Brown, Deputy Sheriff 


Chilljngworth, Ideut. Leslie, the twelve 
mounted police and twenty-four .foot 
police returned to the city late yester- 
day afternoon, leaving only Lieut Hart 
and a force of ten men .on duty at the 
plantation. These will- be withdrawn 
today. 


Editor Shiozawa, Mr. .Imamnra of the • 


Buddhist-Temple and Fred Maklno la- 
bored long and earnestly with the strik- 
ers" yesterday cftemoon and finally 
brought them to a realization of the 
hopelessness. c>Jt their cause. The re- 
sult of their advice was that the strik- 
ers agreed to go to work today. In 
the case of the .laborers who inhabit the 
various camps anywhere from two to 
four miles away from the plantation of- 
fice, it was agreed that they go back 
to work tomorrow morning. The ma- 
jority of these men, -with their fami- 
lies, had brought all their household 
goods to the mill vicinity ready to leave 
the-plantation if it was so ordered. 
The management has agreed to furnish 
cars for the transportation of the bag- 
gage back to the various camps, 
' 


.During, the meeting yesterday after- 


noon the strikers said that other plan- 
tations let the men off at 4 o'clock on 
Saturdays, while they worked to 4:30, 
and other estates gave them time and 
a half on Sundays should they be re- 
quired to work then. The Waipahu 
laborers believed that they should have 
the some privileges. 


Another matter which was thoroughly 


discussed was the question of certain 
Japanese who are working on contracts, 
giving them up and receiving regular 
laborer's wages, $15 per month, or keep- 
Ing the contracts and receiving (13 per 
month. 
It was shown to the strikers that un- 


der the circumstances such • questions 
could not be decided off hand by the 
management and would have to be*re- 
ferred to the Planters' Association. It 
Was announced that a meeting of the 
Association would meet 'here on Friday. 


As ..predicted in yesterday's Adver- 
tiser the (Umax in the strike of the- 
Japanese laborers at Waioahu came 
early in the forenoon when the strikers 
refused to accept the pay offered them 
by the management 


On the early morning train 21 addi- 


tional police officers under the' com- 
mand of High Sheriff Brown, were des- 
patched .from: Hffnolulij^tp.,.Walnahu, 
making the entire' armed force now 
encamped there, 4$ men. High Sheriff 
Brown, Deputy Sheriff Chilllngworth, 
Lieut Leslln and Detective McDuffie 
are on duty at the plantation with 
the men. 


No trouble occurred yesterday, al- 


though there was more than the usual 
amount of excitement owing to the 
fact that many Japanese began pack- 
ing up their belongings. 
Some have 


left the plantation and a few at once 
went to Ewa plantation and applied 
for work. The management, tfcere re- 
fused to employ them, and It Is under- 
stood that all other plantation man- 
agers on this Island and the other Isl- 
ands will refuse to hire men for the 
present 
• 


The money for paying off the labor- 


ers was already yesterday' morning in 
the trays at the plantation office, but 
few came to get it. It is known that 
about half of the Japanese arc not 
willing to continue the strike but are 
kept in the leash by the strikers, who, 
with some show of force and Intimid- 
ating tactics, have compelled fhem to 
stand pat. The management Is of the 
opinion that the strikers will-go back 
to work peacefully, while the ring- 
leaders a.nd others will probably be 
left to their own devices. It Is possible 
that the police may shortly take action 
against this 'class of gentlemen of leis- 
ure and enforce charges of vagrancy 
against them. If a few of them were 
put on the reef, their Influence would 
undoubtedly wane and strikes be ot 
leas frequency. 
Another big meeting was held yes- 


terday afternoon at the plantation, and 
a committee visited the manager to 
have a conference. They presented the 
matter of the desire of giving up con- 
tracts for cutting cane and going to 
w<ork On a stated wage-basis, to wit 
$16 per month.

By unanimous opinion, written : by- 


Justice Hartwell, the Supreme Court, 
denies a writ of sclre facias applied for 
by R. Maka in the rather ancient case 
of Punilama vs. Mele and Maikai. 
Castle & Wltblngton appeared for peti- 
tioner. The writ was wanted.to lame 
to Mele, an aged native woman, "to 
show :.cause .why a certain informal 
judgment made by this court November 
20, 1868, should not be formally entered 
and execution thereon issue against 
Mele .for the .possession of certain land 
In Honolulu described In the petition." 
•When the judgment was given the 
court was constituted by Chief Justice 
Allen, Justices Hartwell and Austin, 
and the judgment was signed by the 
late Justice L'. McCully, at that time 
clerk of court. It read: "The court br 
Justice Austin rendered opinion, as ver- 
dict, giving judgment to the plaintiff 
for the land, but without.' damages." 


After the passing of a generation. 


Justice. Hartwell comes again to. the. 
bench—the sole survivor of the worthies 
above named—and meets the same old 
case. In the meantime the Supreme 
Court of Hawaii has passed through 
several organic changes and many com- 
plete changes In the personnel of its. 
members. 
' 
. 


It was recited In the petition that no 


formal judgment was ever entered, that 
subsequently to the record above quot- 
ed Punilama conveyed bis Interest to 
Maka, the petitioner, and that Mele- 
continued, after the Hawaiian friendly 
fashion, fo live in rooms on the prem- 
ises without paying rent other than oc- 
casional water rates until within a year 
past when she, under the advice of 
others, first made two claims that she 
had a right to the land: "first, that 
she had a right to'the whole land under 
a deed from Punilama, being the same 
deed adjudicated to be void'in this ac- 
tion; and second, that she had a right 
to live there on account of long resi- 
dence; and being notified, declined to 
remove from said land."- It Was further 
stated by the applicant that Makai, the 
other defendant; was dead. 


The court denies the .application be- 


cause the application itself shows that 
the surviving defendant In the action 
claims by .adverse .possession, and a 
plea of the statute of \llmltations in s^ 
proceeding for. a writ ofcecire facias Is 
good in law If sustained by evidence." 
In the body of the decision, conclud- 
ing, 
the court says: "As this court 


has not Jurisdiction to entertain such a; 
plea, which require* a jury trial, the 
application for the writ must be denied, 
and it Is ordered accordingly." 


HAD NO CASE. 


After hearing argument only from the 


opposition, presented by D. L. Wlthlng- 
ton, Justice Hartwell yesterday deliv- 
ered a short oral opinion of the Su- 
preme Court dismissing the plaintiffs 
application for a rehearing of Palol* 
Land & Improvement Co. vs. Wong 
Kwai and others. This Is the some-- 
what celebrated water rights case ihat 
Mrs. Emma M. Nakulna, Commission- 
er of Private Ways and Water Rights, 
spent many weeks in trying. Her deci- 
sion was confirmed by the Supreme 
Court with some modifications, but the 
plaintiff made this application for a. 
rehearing. T. McCants Stewart and 
Lorrin Andrews were attorneys for the 
plaintiff and, upon the decision being 
rendered, Mr. Stewart said: 


"The clear argument of Mr. Withlng- 


ton could not be Improved upon. 
It. 


may be permitted to me to say for my- 
self and Mr. Andrews, my associate on 
the trial of this cause and on the hear- 
ing before this.court, that this motion 
was made against our legal judgment. 
The treasurer of the Palolo Co., Mr. W. 
L. Howard, worked the matter out to 
his satisfaction, part of the motion be- 
ing In his handwriting, and we submit- 
ted our own Judgment to lay jopinions."

Three Documents Filed 


Against Injunction 


Proceedings. 


T. A. Hays, representative of the Par 


cine .Hardware and Steel Co., by his 
attorneys. Castle & Wlthlngton, has 
filed a demurrer, an answer and a mo- 
tion to dissolve the temporary Injunc- 
tion hi the suit of the Territory, of Ha- 
waii to enjoin that corporation and 
himself from doing business in the. Ter- 
ritory. 


The demurrer-states that the plain- 


tiff has not stated a cause to entitle It 
to relief, and not shown that it has 
any right or Interest In the subject mat- 
ter as would entitle it to the relief pray- 
ed.

In the answer it. is denied that the 


corporation exists under the laws of 
California, and alleged .that it'ls a New 
Jersey incorporation., it is claimed that 
the corporation does business in this 
Territory altogether as a part of the 
foreign or interstate commerce of the 
United Stateej. Also It is declared that 
the cojrporatlon's business here is and 
has always been an order business— 
that is. to say, "this respondent Is an 
employee and is not an officer of said 
corporation and as such employee is 
authorized to accept orders for goods, 
which orders are transmitted •• by. him 
to the office in San Francisco and goods 
are shipped from the State of Califor- 
nia or some other state of the Union to 
the persons giving said orders in the 
Territory of Hawaii, and that no other 
or further business is being done by 
said respondent, the Pacific Hardware 
and Steel Company, within ithe Terri- 
tory of Hawaii,"- etc. Further, he ad- 
mits that, as an employee but not as 
an officer of the corporation, he haa 
maintained an, ofilce for his personal 
use, but not for the use of any officer 
or stockholder or to carry oh any busi- 
ness of said corporation other than as 
specifically named by him. He "de- 
nies that the said corporation is obliged 
by law to do any of the acts set forth 
which it is claimed he has failed and 
neglected to do In said bill." Wherefore 
he prays that the inunction be denied 
and the preliminary injunction be dis- 
solved. 


The motion to dissolve the temporary 


injunction, the hearing of which Judge 
Gear has set for Monday at 12 o'clock 
noon, is based on the following grounds: 


"First: That said Injunction had been 


iraprovidently granted through mistake 
of misapprehension of the court and 
without notice to this respondent. 


"Second: That no bond has 
been 


given in said action and that no bond 
Is required in a case, of this kind, and 
the Act being new and never having 
been misconstrued, as a matter of dis- 
cretion, a preliminary injunction should 
not be granted and the Injunction al- 
ready granted should be dissolved. 
"Third: That the bill filed in this 
case does not show any authority for 
the .issuance of said writ and does show 
a want of equity on which to grant It. 


"Fourth: That the answer denies all 


of tht alleged equities in the bill and 
under the circumstances of the case 
the preliminary injunction should be 
dissolved." 


Judge Dole rendered a decision 
in 


favor of the refeoondents, with costs 
divided between the nartiea. In 
the 


admiralty libel for damages brought by 
Hldde Bakker and others, relatives of 
Douwe Bakker. deceased, against the 
American schooner Susie M. Plummer. 
Libellants claimed damages on account 
of the drowning of Douwe Bakker, a 
seaman of the llbellee vessel, alleged 
to have been caused by the giving ^ay 
of a rotten rope under his feet.

EXTERMINATING SOCIETY 


(From the Scientific American.)- 


It having been demonstrated by many 


physicians and scientific men that certain 
speciefe of mosquitoes facilitate the trans- 
mission of malaria and fevers from af- 
fected communities to those not Affected, 
it follows that the only remedy is to 
prevent -the production of the pest The 
method most effective is the drainage .of 
swamps or meadows to avoid standing 
pools of water; the results obtained in 
this way have been highly -encouraging.. 
Many desirable towns, presentiiijnost 
attractive locations ior resi 
acquired such' reputation for haVafe Ma- 
laria and mosquitoes that their-aw«H3jb 
ment has been greatly retarded It is, to 
show hpw easily 'and with what small 
comparative expense these depressingf 
conditions can be reversed and impjfoyjd, 
rthat the National Mosquito Extermin- 
ation Society was organized in .this city 
last winter. The report pf the society 
has recently been published, and" con- 
tains many useful suggestions. as to the 
best methods to he pursued to prevent 
the breeding of the mosquito. 
_ The-so- 


ciety is desirous of enlisting in-its-mem- 
bership all persons interested m.-pro- 
moting the general subject, and wishes 
to ..secure information from all, parts. of 
the country, later to be published^n its 
annual report As previously remarked,- 
one of the most extensive plans Jfor rid- 
ding a locality of mosquitoes is by a 
thorough 
drainage 
of meadows 
or 


swamps. 


This is now recommended for the 


great meadows lying east of the City of 
Newark, N. J., covering a tract about 
eighteen miles long by four miles' wide, 
or about 27.006 acres." The New Jersey 
State Geologist and two of his scientific 
associates have made a report urging 
the draining and filling of the Newark 
meadows as the only means of ridding 
the regions of the mosquito pest. 


The report states that the agricul- 


tural value of the lands to be redeemed 
and cultivated will ultimately repay the 
cost. 
But the good effect on the sur- 


rounding cities and suburban towns in 
preventing tne spread of malaria, thereby 
promoting the public health, is a greater 
reason, why public aid should be de- 
manded in cooperation with private en- 
terprise or subscription for the prosecu- 
tion of the work. 


Work \j-ill have to be begun, no doubt, 


as that on Long Island was, at the ex- 


pense of public-spirited 'citizens .who are 
willing to risk money to prove m a prac- 
tical way the extermination of the mos- 
quito. It requires cooperation from so 
many sources that all that private citi- 
zens can do by organization and all.that 
the cities can be induced to do in the 
way of appropriation will need to be 
combined in order tp work on a territory 
large enough to make the demonstration 
convincing. It will be an excellent plan 
for village or town improvement associ- 
ations In mosquito localities to discuss 
mij>ubliciaieet|agthe; necessity;.'of elimiri- 
'atinjg•..'ihe iapsqmtb-pest;.prgihg .cooper- 
:ation witH adjoining localities, and'show 
by maps and plans what^can be done-to 
secure permanent and lasting improve^ 
ment Ultimately, city and State aid can 
.be secured to assist the work, much on 
the same plan as State aid is now given 
in Toad building. 


That the importance of the mosquito 


is truly understood as regards ifs rela- 
tion to the public health in the Panama 
Canal territory is shown by the. appoint- 
ment of Dr. William C. Gorgas, as- 
sistant surgeon general, U. S. A., who 
has instructions to provide drainage for 
swamps^ and 
all 
mosquito-breeding 


places in that district. < He is now in 
Panama for that purpose. 
s- 


The board of health of the village of 


Lyons,.'JI. Y., has recently adopted a 
new rule, requiring that all open barrels, 
casks or cisterns containing water shall 
be covered with mosquito netting, to pre- 
vent the escape of any mosquitoes breed- 
ing on the surface. 


Under the right conditions it is as- 


tonishing what a laree quantity of mos- 
quitoes will develop and breed from 
a small amount of water. 
' 


There are localities under our own 


observation which have been free from 
mosquitoes for six years past, which for 
many years were unbearable tp live in 
in hot weather, all due to the elimination 
of stagnant pools by simple drainage. 


The extermination of the mosquito is 


a question of growine importance, and 
we hope will receive general attention 
among the various States and Territor- 
ies of this countrv. 
The remarkable 


progress made in Havana, Cuba, in this 
direction in the prevention of yellow 
fever by protection from mosquitoes 
is a notable example of improvement 
resulting from hygienic scientific investi- 
gation.

of the Farmers' Institute on all the Isl- 
ands, as well as to those wtu> are known 
to ;be interested In' soil production.

The Inquiries are becoming more and 


more numerous as the. months go by, 
and the; committee, finds that the data 
at hand is not sufficient to cover the 
ground included in the inquiries. One; 
letter received In,the Alameda's mall 
contained 23 Inquiries relative to farm- 
ing In the islands, the writer asking 
what soils, were good for cane, corn, 
wheat, cotton and garden truck; what 
animals were used for tilling the. soil, 
how much they cost, whether the pros-, 
pectSve farmer bad to bring them here 
or not, the cost of buildings, methods 
of getting .farm products to market, 
cost .-.of living, and', procedure to ob- 
taining public lands. One question wits 
as to how he could raise cane to pro- 
duce sugar for his own' consumption. 
The range of inquiries is wide, entailing 
much-detail in the answers. 


Some data supplied from farmers to 


the committee indicated that the farm- 
ing industry in Hawaii was yet in the: 
experimental stage.

SOMETHING TO WORK FOR. 


Speaking of remedies, J. W. Pratt, Commissioner of Public Lands in a 


conversation starting on the subject of inquiries about land for agricultural and 
horticulture purposes from the mainland, strongly urged more concentrated effort 
on the part of. the business community for inducing the Federal Government to 
keep vessels of the Navy constantly stationed: here. Not merely on account of 
the degree of reimbursement to the Territory of. the large amounts of revenue 
derived therefrom by the United States Treasury, which would accrue from the 
expenditures of ships, officers and crews here, should the matter be pressed home 
at Washington, but because of the great attraction that would be created in 
having Honolulu made such an important naval station as that for which its 
central position in the- world's greatest ocean, its- equable climate and its almost 
unbroken record of immunity from hurricane.or cyclone make it peculiarly quali- 
fied. The imposing fortifications and ships, the brilliancy imparftd to the town 
and its society by gay uniforms, the drills and parades and martial music, all 
would be a strong lure for fashionable and leisurely tourists. With the stimulus 
to social life would-some liberal expenditures on the part of our wealthy resi- 
dents, both for dress and for the hospitable board, of which the stores would 
reap substantial benefit Then the social correspondence of officers on the station 
would certainly vie in potency with the propaganda of organized promotion work 
in drawing the interest of the best people all over the Union toward Hawaii. 
An incidental and probably not remote consequence of a fully maintained naval 
station here would be the studding of the mountains environing Honolulu with 
the villas of America's aristocracy of wealth. In more or less degree the estab- 
lishment of a large army post here, the initiation of which .is already in evidence, 
will be -comparable in importance with that of a first-class naval station.

south side of the Molokal shore. There 
should be one and on a large scale as 
there are many dangerous places. 
Owing to the height of the mountains 
rising up from the shore a steamer's 
officers going along In the night- might 
be misled by the extreme height of 
the mountains and think they were 
really farther off than they are."

"The allegation, however, that the 


guardian's agent has with the guard- 
ian's full knowledge 'mismanaged the 
Affairs of said minor' Is obnoxious to 
the special demurrer, *s it does not 
state facts showing any mismanage- 
ment.

"As to the seventh'paragraph, there- 


fore, so much of it as alleges the mis- 
management of the ranch is insuffici- 
ent and the demurrer thereto will be 
sustained. If counsel wish to intro- 
duce proof on this point, the complaint 
will have to -be amended. 


"The allegations as to appointing an 


incompetent agent and bringing par- 
tition proceedings not being specially 
attacked. *y demurrer, and a cause 
being sufficiently shown to compel the 
guardian to answer the-application,' the 
argument Of counsel on these last 
points will not be followed up. It 
would seem, however, that the com- 
plaint, if amended, should state,facts 
showing the irreparable injury alleged.
